MORE than 1,000 acres of 
prime farmland could be 
turned over to grassland to 
create more wetland habi¬ 
tat in East Cambridgeshire. 

The Weekly News can reveal 
that massive plans are under 
way to buy up more farmland 
in the district. 

The Environment Agency (EA) and 
Defra are behind the multi-million 
pound scheme. 

The EA this week confirmed it has 
already purchased around 860 acres 
of the 1,200 acres of farmland it wants 
to create the wetland habitats, which 
will be managed by grazing. 

The land will be split into two sites 
- the first near Coveney and Witcham, 
and the second close to Sutton. 

The project, if approved, would be 
similar to the controversial Wicken 
Fen Vision and create habitats like 
those at the Wildfowl and Wetlands 
Trust at nearby Welney. 

Rita Penman, a spokeswoman for 
the EA, said: “The objective is to 
create at least 500 hectares (1,200 
acres) of new wet grassland habitat. 


“We are focusing our efforts at two 
sites, the first near to Coveney and 
Witcham, the second close to Sutton. 

“We have been working with local 
landowners to secure sufficient land 
for conversion to grassland. 

“So far we have agreed land equiv¬ 
alent to approximately 360 hectares 
(860 acres) of new habitat.” 

Mrs Penman said the UK had an 


obligation under European law - the 
Birds Directive and the Habitats 
Directive - to avoid the deterioration 
of such an important wildlife site. 

But Geoffrey Woollard, who laun¬ 
ched the Save Our Fen campaign in 
protest against the Wicken Fen Vision, 
said the destruction of agricultural 
land for the project was “wrong, 
morally and economically”. 


Mr Woollard, who lives in nearby 
Swaffham Prior Fen, said: “It means 
another vast area of agricultural land 
could go out of agricultural product¬ 
ion. 

“We have people to feed and we 
can’t feed the world as it is so we 
shouldn’t be supporting these 
schemes.” 

District councillor Bill Hunt, who 


represents Stretham ward, has 
described the plans as a “disgrace”. 

He said: “This is frightening. We 
cannot afford to lose more prime 
farmland in this district. 

“East Cambridgeshire already has 
its fair share of wetland habitat and to 
see yet more A1 farmland taken away 
from food consumption would be a 
disgrace. 

“I hope that when, and if, people 
are consulted on this they speak out 
loud and clear.” 

Mrs Penman said: “Discussions 
with landowners are ongoing, as they 
have been with representatives of 
local councils, and we hope that by 
this summer we will be able to 
present our proposals for the site at 
Coveney and Witcham to the local 
community and others for discussion. 

“This type of habitat creation has 
already been successfully undertaken 
by the RSPB near Manea and by the 
Wildlfowl and Wetland Trust next to 
their visitor centre at Welney.” 

A formal planning application for 
the Coveney and Witcham site could 
be submitted to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council in the autumn. 

The proposals for Sutton are likely 
to follow in two years’ time.

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Cigarette law 
to ‘save lives’ 

BOSSES at Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service have thrown 
their weight behind new leg¬ 
islation which could dramatically 
reduce the number of cigarette 
fire-related deaths and injuries. 

Following pressure from the 
UK fire and rescue service, the 
European Commission has 
agreed a fire safety standard on 
all cigarettes sold in the Euro¬ 
pean Union. 

It means by November 2012 all 
cigarettes must be manufactured 
to have bands down the length of 
the paper, which ensures the 
cigarette goes out if it is not 
inhaled by the smoker. 

If a cigarette does not comply 
with the legislation, trading 
standards would be able to take 
action, such as withdrawing 
them from the market. 

Every year, Cambridgeshire 
crews attend an average of 30 
house fires which have been 
started accidentally by cigarettes 
and other smoking materials. 

In 2009/10, three people were 
killed and a eight people were 
injured in house fires caused by 
smoking materials in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. It is estimated that 
the legislation could save around 
two lives every day in the EU. 

Graham Stagg, chief fire officer 
for Cambridgeshire, said: “Un¬ 
attended cigarettes are a serious 
fire hazard for smokers. 

“This new legislation will 
certainly make these fires more 
avoidable and the service fully 
supports it and will undoubtedly 
save lives.” 




Xbox and new robot 
could be life savers 
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A UNIVERSITY student 
from Ely is helping to 
build a new robot which 
could use the innovative 
new Xbox Kinect to help 
it navigate. 

Alex Pallister is a manufact¬ 
uring engineer at the University 
of Warwick and is part of a team 
hoping to retain the European 
RoboCup Rescue Champion¬ 
ship title, which was won by a 
team of Warwick students last 
year. 

Mr Pallister and the rest of 
the Warwick Mobile Robotics 
team are currently trialling the 
Xbox Kinect to see whether they 
can use it to provide a method 
of visual communication and 
3D mapping for the robot. 

If it is successful, the team 
could save thousands of 
pounds by using the technology 
instead of buying existing 
sensors. 

Last year’s team developed a 
robot able to crawl over difficult 
terrain such as destroyed build¬ 
ings in search of trapped 
survivors, which won first place

at the European championships 
in Germany. 

This year the team of seven 
students want to go one better 
by using the popular games 
console and win at the RoboCup 
Rescue World Championships, 
which are being held in Istan¬ 
bul, Turkey. 

Mr Pallister said: “The skills 
we’re learning are fully trans¬ 
ferable to real-world jobs and 
we are all gaining valuable 
industry contacts through this 
project. 

“Each member of the team 
has ownership of their section 
in the project, which has given 
each of us a real responsibility 
to build a competition-winning 
robot.” 

The first challenge the team 
faces is to raise enough spon¬ 
sorship money to enable them 
to compete in both comp¬ 
etitions in Germany and Turkey. 

They need around £20,000 to 
pay for new robot components, 
plus travel costs for both 
championships. 

The team is being backed by 
academic Dr Emma Rushforth, 
who believes the project will 


give the students an excellent 
opportunity to showcase their 
skills. 

She said: “As well as giving 
each team member experience 
in solving real engineering 
problems, the project offers 
them the chance to acquire 
unparalleled expertise in mobile 
robot design which, in future, 
companies will need to have.”

Showman’s plan for lorry and trailer storage site 


A SHOWMAN’S yard in Soham 
could soon be used to store 
lorries, trailers and box vans. 

Mr Bradley Thurston, of 
Dolver Farm, Long Dolver 
Drove, wants to change the 
use of part of his yard to store 
the vehicles. 

He has applied for planning 
permission to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council. 


The yard is located not far 
from land which could have 
been turned into a traveller 
site in 2009. 

Mrs S Martin, of Bushel 
Lane, applied for planning 
permission to allow two trav¬ 
eller families to move there 
and build permanent pitches. 

However, nearby residents 
launched a petition against 


the proposals and the district 
council’s planning committee 
turned down the request later 
that year. 

Residents insisted their 
gripe was not with the trav¬ 
ellers themselves but the 
unsuitability of the site. 

Residents’ biggest concern 
was the issue of access, with 
the single track road leading to 


the land not even wide 
enough for a refuse lorry to 
pass. 

Other issues included the 
blind junction from the site 
onto the drove, and the imp¬ 
act on nearby residents. 

A decision on Mr Thurston’s 
proposals is expected within 
eight weeks.

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Estate play 
site gets £7k 
cash boost 

FAMILIES living on Ely’s New Barns 
and High Barns estate are one step 
closer to securing cash to improve 
their play area. 

Cash-strapped East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council has approved a 
£7,000 grant to upgrade the play area 
in New Barns. 

The bid was made by the City of 
Ely Council as part of improvements 
which will cost more than £14,000. 

Members of the district council’s 
community services committee 
approved the grant from the East 
Cambridgeshire Community Fac¬ 
ilities Section 106 Fund. 

The city council and a group of 
parents from the estate say the 
project was “essential” and work will 
now begin on sourcing new equip¬ 
ment for the site. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, chairman of 
the district council’s community 
services committee, said: “In these 
incredibly difficult times it is 
encouraging to know the small 
amount of money can go to support 
projects which can make a real 
difference to people’s lives. 

“In this instance, £7,000 will help 
to pay for half of the improvements 
needed to the play area in New 
Barns. 

“For those people who live in this 
relatively deprived area of Ely - the 
improved area will give their 
children a place to enjoy and play.” 


A YOUNG couple have 
been left homeless after 
a tractor crashed into 
their house. 

Lisa Coupland, 22, and her 23- 
year-old partner, Stuart Loton, 
were phoned on Monday morn¬ 
ing and told a tractor had 
smashed into their house, 
leaving a gaping hole in the wall. 

The crash happened just 
before 8.45am in High Street, 
Wilburton, next to Wilburton 
Garage, which is owned by Miss 
Coupland’s parents. 

The tractor was towing a trailer 
full of carrots when it ploughed 
into the house, destroying the 
majority of the property’s fagade. 

Miss Coupland’s mother and 
father, Karen and David, des¬ 
cribed it as a huge shock but 
admitted “things could have 
been so much worse”. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, 
Mrs Coupland said: “Thankfully 
nobody was inside the house at 
the time. 

“Lisa had left for work just 10 
minutes before the crash. Things 
could have been so much worse. 

“David was in the back room 
of the garage about to start an 
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MOT when he heard an almighty 
noise. 

“It was only then that he 
realised what had happened and 
we all got the phone calls. 

“Jess, my daughter’s beloved 
Staffordshire bull terrier, was 
thankfully in the yard at the time 
too and was unharmed.” 

Emergency services attended 
the scene and the road was 
closed for most of the day. 

The tractor driver suffered 
minor injuries in the collision. 

Mother-of-four Mrs Coupland, 
who lives with her husband in 
Stretham, said: “Lisa and Stuart 
rent the house off us and are now 
homeless. 

“They’ll be staying with us at 
the moment but they’re desp¬ 
erate to find somewhere soon. 

“We’re still waiting for struct¬ 
ural engineers to come out and 
assess the house but I personally 
think the whole property has 
been affected. 

“We’re just relieved nobody 
was inside the house at the time 
or walking on the pavement, and

that the tractor driver is not 
seriously hurt.” 

A police investigation has now 
been launched although speak¬ 
ing at the scene, Pc Jane Allen 
said: “We believe something 
caused the tractor driver to 
suddenly brake and as a result, 
the tractor and trailer jack¬ 
knifed.” 

District council workers have 
since made the property safe for 
passers-by. 

Mrs Coupland and residents in 
the village’s High Street insist 
police and highway bosses now 
need to clamp down on tractors 
and lorries travelling through the 
village instead of using the A10 
or A142.

Council plans for 
move to cemetery 


NEW council headquarters could 
be built in Ely, the Weekly News 
can reveal. 

The City of Ely Council is seeking to 
move from its Market Street base into 
new, larger offices on land at the city’s 
cemetery in New Barns Road. 

A formal planning application, which 
includes erecting a workshop, storage 
facility and meeting room, has been sub¬ 
mitted to East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

Cllr Brian Ashton, mayor of Ely, said: 
“There is no doubt that there is a real need 
to provide significantly improved 
workshop facilities for our team who 
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handle the work at the cemetery, play 
areas and other areas in the city. 

“At the same time, the council is 
seriously examining its options for the 
future regarding the position of our office 
and meeting room. 

“No conclusion can be reached on this 
matter until all the relevant information 
has been made available.” 

This year the city council announced it 
wanted to share more control over certain 
services with the district council. It is 


believed new headquarters could enable 
it to do so. 

City Cllr John Yates, who is behind the 
project, said the council was looking at a 
“range of options”. 

He said: “I would like to make it clear to 
people that this is by no means a firm 
plan of action. It is one of a range of 
options that we, as a council, are 
considering. 

“We are trying to establish what options 
we have and which ones might work best. 

“We have applied for planning perm¬ 
ission to re-locate to the cemetery but 
there is a lot of work involved before any 
firm decision is made.” 
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Funding slashed for 
debt advice service 


Map points out crime 
in your neighbourhood 
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ONE of Ely’s most well-used and 
valued services has been left with a 
massive funding shortfall. 

The Ely and District Citizens Advice 
Bureau (CAB) has been told by central 
Government that money it receives from the 
Financial Inclusion Fund is due to end in 
March. 

The money has been used to pay for a 
debt adviser to help clients who face debt for 
the first time through redundancy or ill 
health. 

Officers at the CAB are also “incredibly 
disappointed” by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s decision to slash its 
contribution to the service by 11 per cent. 

Beverley Howard, chief officer at the 
district’s CAB branch, in Market Street, Ely, 
has reassured residents that the service will 
continue. 

But she admitted that some of the services 
it provides would have to be scaled back. 
Opening hours would also be cut. 

The cuts comes just months after the CAB 
lost £30,000 in funding from other national 
Government sources. All up, the CAB faces a 
59 per cent cut to its budget. 

Mrs Howard said: “We are incredibly 
disappointed the council has cut our budget 
at a time when our services will be needed 
more than ever. So many people face 
hardship through redundancy and inflation. 

“The grant from the district council pays 
for the training and supervision of vol¬ 
unteers so we can ensure the quality of 
advice. 

“Unfortunately, we will have no choice but 
to reduce the opening hours we can offer.” 

In the past year alone, the district’s branch 
has dealt with 10,722 cases. A third of those 
were related to debt, where the bureau 
helped clients negotiate more than 
£8.2million of repayments. 

Fred Brown, district council leader said 
the council was opening in “difficult times” 
and savings had to be made to protect core 
services. 

He said: “No councillor wants to have to 
propose or vote for cuts to any organisation 
which helps the vulnerable - for example, 
last year we approved additional funding to 
help our local CAB. 

“The simple fact is over the next two years 
the Government is cutting our grant by 28 
per cent - these savage cuts to our already- 
small budget makes it impossible to fund 
organisations like we used to.” 

Mrs Howard said the CAB would look for 
other funding to make up the shortfall.

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Mixed views on homes plan 


PLANS to build 500 new 
homes on the north-east edge 
of Ely have received mixed 
reactions from locals. 

Some residents say the 
major development will give 
the city’s economy a “much- 
needed boost”. But others 
believe the increase in 
population could put too much 
pressure on the city’s services 
and facilities. 

The Church Commissioners, 
which manages an investment 
portfolio supporting the Church 
of England’s work, hopes to 
build the homes on land east 
of the Princess of Wales 
Hospital. 

The plans for Highflyer 
Farm could be the first phase 
of plans to build thousands of 
homes north of Ely over the 
next 15 years - expanding its 
population from 15,000 to 
25,000 residents. 

A new primary school and 


community centre are also 
included in the scheme and a 
formal planning application is 
expected to be submitted in 
the spring. 

Almost 400 residents went 
along to find out more about 
the proposals at public 
consultations last week. 

Sally-Ann Mills, of 
Beresford Road, Ely, said: 
“Obviously, like all cities, Ely 
has to grow. Having seen the 
plans, I think it’s what Ely 


“It might sound like a large 
increase in homes but that’s 
what we need in order for the 
city’s economy to expand and 
prosper.” 

Brian Sinker, of West Fen 
Road, Ely, said: “I think 
everyone should be behind 
these plans. The proposals are 
exciting and will make the 
most of land at the north of Ely. 

“With large developments 
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A DOG and two cats were been 
saved from a burning building. 

The fire, sparked by an 
unattended candle, took hold 
at a house in Foxwood South, 
Soham, last Wednesday.

Two hose reel jets were used 
to extinguish the blaze, which 
started in the lounge of the 
property. 

An investigation confirmed 


the fire was accidental. 

Residents are now being 
warned about the dangers of 
leaving lit candles unattended. 

Richard Powell, watch man¬ 
ager at Soham Fire Station 
said: “The lounge is comp¬ 
letely smoke damaged and 
around half of the lounge is 
fire damaged. 

“There is also smoke dam¬ 
age to the hall and kitchen. 

“All of this damage was

like this, the city is more likely 
to get the much-needed boost 
it needs, including big name 
firms.” 

Another Ely resident, 

Sharon Heaseman, said: “The 
only thing that concerns me is 
the effect such a large 
increase in the population 
could have on the city. 

“In the current economic 
climate, many services and 
facilities are already struggling 
to cope so an increase in 500 
new homes, with more 
planned around the corner, 
could really drain them.” 

Ely mayor Cllr Brian Ashton 
has welcomed the plans. Cllr 
Mike Rouse, who represents 
north Ely for the district 
council described them as a 
“very worthy attempt at a 
plan”. 

Joanna Loxton, planning 
and development manager for 
the Church Commissioners, 
was pleased at the high 
turnout at the exhibition. 

She said: “We found the 
verbal discussions very 
informative and all written 
feedback will be recorded in 
our exhibition report. 

“I would encourage any 
residents unable to attend to 
submit their feedback via our 
website, www.highflyerfarm- 
ely.co.uk. by February 14. We 
will be carefully considering all 
feedback received.”

So many questions unanswered on mushroom bid 


Sir, I write as an extremely 
concerned resident of Little Ouse, 
with reference to your article in last 
week’s edition of die Weekly News, 
‘Mushroom bid causes a stink’. 

First and foremost, I would like to 
say that the public may be unaware 
of exacdy what is proposed here. It 
is not going to be a quaint litde 
rustic mushroom farm with a sweet 
litde old lady selling mushrooms 
outside. The public also need to 
know that it is not just Litde Ouse 
residents that will be affected by 
these plans, but people for miles 
around. We are talking a huge 40- 
acre site (which could well end up 
expanding in time) - a massive, 
unsighdy blot on our fenland 
landscape which has so many 
issues and questions attached to its 
viability that I don’t know where to 
begin. Questions which when 
asked, were certainly not at all 
answered satisfactorily by the 
development team at the recent 
public consultation, held in 
Littieport. 

The main issue is how are our 
current potholed roads around the 
area going to cope with the 
estimated several thousand lorries 
each year that will be using rural 
routes to the site. The A1101 itself is 
notorious for accidents, deaths and 
near misses, especially at the top of 
White House Road. 

Public health is also a serious issue,

as well as the safety of the site. I 
understand that these anaerobic 
digestion power plants are no 
longer being built in the USA and 
there has been much research done 
concerning increased cancer rates 
and foetal abnormalities in people 
living in close proximity to these 
sites. 

I would also question the sense in 
having to grow maize to power this 
plant (in conjunction with using 
waste vegetables/crops from G’s 
and Shorpshires sites) on what is

Also, 
where is all the maize and waste 
crops going to be stored? Will this 
attract rats and flies? 

I could go on and on but I would 
like to urge everyone to help back 
the campaign and stop this ill- 
thought out apparition being built.

Wrong site and 
it’s unaffordable 

Sir, Last week you printed a letter on 
the subject of the proposed new 
leisure centre which attributed 
responsibility for this project to the 
Con/Lib council (Sign petition to 
force council rethink on leisure site).

Leisure village 
was right call 

Sir, Stephen Germenye’s concern 
about die cost of leisure provision in 
the city is understandable - it is 
certainly a great drain on taxpayers. I 
agree also with his belief that our 
swimming pool brings people into 
the city to spend money. 

That said, our existing facility has to 
be replaced and we have to question 
whether it is actually affordable, or 
even possible, to build what is 
required on a valuable prime city 
centre location where parking is 
already a major problem. 

Firsdy, consider the fundamental 
facts that influenced the decision to 
move the pool and why status quo 
was not recommended: 

1. The current pool is on its last legs 
and beyond further reparation. The 
previous administration was made 
aware of that as far back as 2005 and 
was the reason for the purchase of the 


alternative Downham Road site. 

2. The adjoining sports centre at the 
Paradise Centre is far from adequate 
for our expanding community. 

3. Space limitations in the city centre 
means that we could only replace 
like-for-like in terms of capacity on 
the existing site, whereas we have 15 
acres on Downham Road. 

4. The existing pool and sports centre 
occupy a prime location, which if 
cleared would be capable of 
generating far more wealth for 
taxpayers than it does now and could 
potentially contribute greatly towards 
paying off the cost of the new centre. 

5. The new site is very conveniently 
placed beside Ely Outdoor Sports 
Association, rugby and tennis clubs. 

It is also very close to some of Ely’s 
newest housing developments and is 
actually only a mile from the 
cathedral. Access for wheelchair 
users, cyclists and pedestrians will be 
well catered for by a wide, well-lit 
underpass. 

6. It can provide plentiful parking for 
visitors from across the district and 
potentially provide sufficient park- 
and-ride passengers to make a regular 
bus service sustainable for the city. 

7. The move to Downham Road will 
release valuable, much needed, 
parking spaces for shoppers in the 
city centre. 

Reasons not to rebuild on the existing 
site: 

1. The swimming pool is beyond 
further patching up. Replacement in- 
situ would require the demolition of 
the entire complex during which time 
Ely would have no swimming pool. 

2. Disruption to the city centre would 


be extensive and go on for many 
months, maybe up to two years. 

3. A large chunk of Newnham Street 
car park would be out of bounds 
during the rebuild period. 

4. The cost of such an exercise would 
be exorbitant and the gain very little in 
terms of leisure facility improvement. 

I believe that we, Conservative 
councillors, made the correct decision 
to go forward with the brand new, 
energy-efficient leisure village, 
designed to keep running costs as low 
as possible using the latest green 
technology.

A DECISION was due to be 
made this week on proposals to 
build a massive solar energy 
farm in Wilburton. 

Planning bosses at East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council were set to 
discuss plans for the 35-acre solar 
electricity farm yesterday. 

The plans for Mingay Farm, Twenty- 
pence Road, were being recommended 
for approval. 

A report showed plans for the 
£13million five-megawatt facility - 
which if approved would provide 
renewable energy for more than 1,200 
homes - have received no complaints 
from local residents or parish councils. 

The Environment Agency, Highways 
and County Wildlife Trust are also in 
support favour of the proposals, which 
have been submitted by Peterborough- 
based firm Abbey Renewables. 

The authority’s planning committee 
was also set to decide on Murfitts 
Industries Ltd’s bid to change the use of 
its site on Wisbech Road, Littleport, 
following a huge blaze in August 2009. 

Despite controversy surrounding the 
application to re-open the business as 
an outside rubber granules storage site, 
the committee was also recommended 
to approve it, subject to conditions. 

Murfitts’ application has caused

concern for residents, ward councillors 
and nearby businesses. 

A report shows five residents have 
sent letters to the council urging the 
committee to refuse the application. 
They raised concerns about pollution, 
security and the possibility of future fire 
risks. 

Littleport Parish Council and ward 
councillor Neil Morrison also said the 
application should be refused. 

But the committee was recommend¬ 
ed to approve the application, subject 
to conditions, including to safeguard 
neighbouring houses and to prevent 
the increased risk of pollution to nearby 
waterways. 

A report said: “The fire in 2008 had 
obvious impacts on the surrounding 
residential properties and the app¬ 
lication has prompted a significant level 
of concern regarding its potential as a 
fire hazard. 

“Whilst these concerns are genuine 
and acknowledged as such, the plan¬ 
ning decision must be based on the 
merits of the proposal rather than the 
previous history of the site.”

Plea to clean up mess 


IRRESPONSIBLE dog own¬ 
ers are making villagers’ lives 
a “misery” by not cleaning 
up after their pets. 

Residents in Littleport say their 
streets and open spaces are 
becoming overrun with dog dirt 
and that it is putting people’s health 
at risk. 

Last year, Littleport Parish 
Council urged dog owners to take a 
poop-a-scoop or a bag out with 
them when exercising their 
hounds. 

But Linda Clarke-Iones, parish 
council clerk, said the problem is 
worse than ever. 

She said: “It’s absolutely 
disgusting. Dog faeces has been an 
issue in the village for a couple of 
years but it’s now worse than ever. 

“The number of complaints 
we’re getting is unreal. As a parish

council we’ve put sufficient bins up, 
we’ve got signs telling people it’s a 
criminal offence so there’s not 
much more we can do. 

“Those dog owners who are not 
responsible need to realise what a 
detrimental effect they are having

Parsons Lane and Victoria Street 
are the worst affected streets, 
according to the parish council and 
residents. 

However, playing fields, 
recreation areas and the village’s 
riverbank area are becoming just as 
bad. 

Members of Littleport Angling 
Club have now written to the 
parish council complaining about 


the amount of dog faeces being left 
along the riverbank. 

A spokesman for the club said: 
“It’s horrendous. People obviously 
think because it’s an open, grassy 
area that it doesn’t matter if they 
pick it up but they need to. 

“It’s a public area and leaving 
faeces lying around is extremely 
dangerous, especially for children.” 

Mrs Clarke-Iones said: “Parsons 
Lane and Victoria Street are the 
worst.

“But now the riverside area, play 
parks and everywhere, generally, is 
getting bad.

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Mum found guilty 
of sex with boy, 12

A PRIMARY school playtime 
assistant has been found guilty of 
having sex with a 12-year-old boy. 

Diane Pullar, 31, bowed her head in the 
dock as the verdict was read out in 
Cambridge Crown Court last Friday. 

The mother-of-two had pleaded not 
guilty to five charges of engaging in 
sexual activity with a child under the age 
of 16 and one charge of causing a child 
under the age of 13 to engage in sexual 
activity - but a jury found her guilty of all 
charges by a majority of 10-2. 

fudge Anthony Bate told Pullar: “The 
jury has convicted you of serious sexual 
charges against a boy who was your 
friend. A long period of custody is now 
inevitable.” 

Pullar, of Tithe Road, Chatteris, covered 
her face as she was led away by security. 

The 31-year-old, who worked at Glebe- 
lands Primary School in Chatteris, 
groomed the youngster - who cannot be 
named for legal reasons - with secret 
texts and straddled him several times on 
a trampoline with her cleavage exposed. 

She had sex with him five times and 
performed a sex act on him once. The

relationship was only exposed after 
another boy walked in on them. 

All the offences took place in the 
period between April and July 2009 when 
the boy, who is now 13, regularly visited 
her home. 

The child was not a pupil at the school 
where Pullar worked. 

Cambridgeshire County Council has 
confirmed that she has been sacked from 
her job. 

fudge Bate rejected appeals by Pullar’s 
barrister, Michael Procter, to grant her 
bail before sentencing in order to allow 
her the opportunity to “say goodbye to 
her two young children”. 

The former teacher signed the sex 
offenders’ register and will be sentenced 
at 2pm on Friday, March 4.

L Jnearly killed 
three years ago in a 
horrific car crash. 

The head-on collision 
came during his final year 
at university and left him 
with a traumatic brain 
injury as well as physical 
injuries. 

But now well on the 
road to recovery the 26- 
year-old wants to raise 
money for the charity 
which has been 
instrumental in his 
rehabilitation by running 
this year’s London 
Marathon on April 17. 

Mr Flatman, of 
Wellington Street, 
Littleport, has pledged to 
raise £2,000 for Fen House 
in Ely, one of the centres of 
the Brain Injury 
Rehabilitation Trust 
(BIRT). 

He also hopes his heroic 
effort will raise awareness 
about the trust’s vital work. 

Mr Flatman, a former 
King’s School Ely student

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and cathedral chorister, 
said:”I don’t have any 
recollection of the crash 
itself, which isn’t really a 
bad thing. 

“I feel I’m on the road to 
recovery now, thanks to 
the amazing support I’ve 
received, although it’s a 
long journey. 

“I have nothing but 
praise for BIRT, for the 
outstanding neuro- 
rehabilitative help that 
they have given me. 

“I am still having 
ongoing help for my injury 
and hope that eventually 
the consequences of it will 
affect my life as little as 
possible.” 

The crash happened 
near Scarborough in 
February 2008 during Mr 
Flatman’s final year at the 
University of Hull. 

The Ford Fiesta he was 
driving was almost 
completely crushed and 
he was taken to 


Scarborough Hospital. 

After 10 weeks in 
hospital, where he was 
also treated for injuries to 
his chest and legs, it was 
clear he needed further 
specialist help for the 
brain injury and he was 
transferred to Fen House. 

With the support of the 
BIRT rehabilitation team 
and his university tutors, 
he was able to graduate 
with a degree in musical 
technology last year and is 
now at home where he 
continues to receive 
therapy. 

Mr Flatman has already 
completed the Grunty Fen 
Half-marathon. 

He said: “With the half¬ 
marathon under my belt I 
am confident that I am up 
to the challenge of the 
London Marathon. 

“So please be generous 
and help me reach my 
target for those who have 
given so much to me.”

Drink-driver 
caught out in 
trip for pills 


A SALON owner caught driving 
while more than double the legal 
alcohol limit has been banned 
from the road. 

Andrew Reed, proprietor of Reeds Hair 
in Hobson Street, Cambridge, had 
enjoyed a “couple of large glasses” of 
wine at his local pub before walking 
home and going to bed. 

But around midnight, the 44-year-old 
woke up with a “dreadful” migraine and 
got behind the wheel of his Audi S3 to go 
in search of painkillers. 

The father-of-two was driving along 
Ely Road, Stretham, to the nearest shop 
when he was pulled over by police and 
breathalysed. 

Reed, who also owns Reeds Hair in 
Morley’s Place, Sawston, gave a reading 
of 79 micrograms of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath. The legal limit is 35 
micrograms. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: “It 
was after midnight on January 16 that 
Reed passed officers along Ely Road. 

“They then saw his vehicle do a U- 
turn and re-join the road behind them. 

“When they stopped him, the police 
noticed he was very nervous and that his 
speech was a little slurred.”

Reed, of High Street, Stretham, app¬ 
eared at Ely Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday where he pleaded guilty to 
driving a motor vehicle while above the 
legal alcohol limit. 

Jacqui Baldwin, mitigating, said: “My 
client has never been in trouble with the 
police before and has found the whole 
process extremely nerve wrecking. 

“He’d been out for a Thai meal at his 
local pub, had a couple of large glasses of 
wine and walked home. 

“It was never his intention to drive 
that evening. 

“Mr Reed suffers with migraines and 
at around midnight he woke up in bed 
with a dreadful one. 

“He got in his car and was driving 
towards Ely to find somewhere that was 
open when he then realised he has 
painkillers in his glove box. That’s why he 
then turned the car around and headed 
back home.” 

Reed was disqualified from driving for 
20 months. He was also fined £600 and 
ordered to pay £80 court costs and £15 
victim surcharge.

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Crackdown 
caught mum 
with heroin 


POLICE swooped on a 
young mother’s home and 
discovered heroin with a 
street value of around 
£300, a court heard. 

Davina Creak, 25, handed 
officers two foil wraps contain¬ 
ing a combined 2.9g of the class- 
A drug after they burst into her 
home on November 10. 

The raid was part of a 
crackdown on drug users and 
suspected dealers in the Ely 
area. 

Creak, who lived at the house 
in High Barns, Ely, with her 11- 
year-old son, also had 0.3g of 
cannabis in her possession. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said the heroin had a street 
value of £290. 

Creak, now of New Barns 
Road, Ely, appeared at the city’s 
magistrates’ court last Thursday 
where she pleaded guilty to 
possessing a controlled drug of 
class-A and a controlled drug of 
class-B. 

lacqui Baldwin, mitigating, 
said Creak was addicted to 
heroin at the time of the raid but 
had since become clean. 

Mrs Baldwin said: “This is my 
client’s first time before court. 

“At the time of the raid, she 
was using a considerable quant¬ 
ity of heroin and admitted to 
officers that the heroin was hers. 

“She’d lived at the address 
with her son and former partner 
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for around six years, and two 
years into the relationship, 
discovered her partner was 
doing drugs. 

“They spent a long time 
constantly arguing about it and 
in the end Miss Creak fell into 
depression and turned to heroin 
herself. 

“They have since separated 
and she has moved back in with 
her parents, who are extremely 
supportive. 

“She is trying to change her 
path now and is highly unlikely 
to be before the courts again.” 

Creak was handed a two-year 
conditional discharge. 

Presiding magistrate, Dr 
Christine Shaw, said: “You’ve 
taken your own steps to support 
yourself and all of this is in your 
favour.” 

Creak was also ordered to pay 
£40 court costs. 

■ Christopher Musgrave, 35, of 
Berristead Close, Wilburton, 
also appeared at court where he 
pleaded guilty to possessing a 
controlled drug of class-A. 

As part of the police crack¬ 
down on the same day, officers 
discovered two wraps of heroin 
in his car, which was parked 
outside Morley Drive, Ely. 

Musgrave was fined £100 and 
was ordered to pay £85 court 
costs and £15 victim surcharge. 


Swerving drink-driver 
was ‘taking off shoes’ 


A MOTHER-of-two has been 
banned from the road after she 
was caught drink-driving along 
theA142. 

Emma Kerton, 33, was driving 
towards Ely and was stopped by 
officers at Stuntney after they 
noticed she was “driving errat¬ 
ically” at 12.45am onfanuary 16. 

Kerton appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last Thursday 
where she pleaded guilty to 
driving a motor vehicle whilst 
above the legal alcohol limit. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
told the court: “She was weaving 
in the road and braking for no 


apparent reason.” 

Kerton, of Welland Place, Ely, 
was breathalysed and gave a 
reading of 61 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath. The legal limit is 35 
micrograms. 

Unrepresented in court, she 
said: “I’m really sorry for what I 
did. But I was swerving because 
I was actually trying to take my 
shoes off at the time.” 

Kerton was disqualified from 
driving for 17 months. 

She was also fined £100 and 
ordered to pay £85 court costs 
and £15 victim surcharge.

OAP died after tragic stairs fall 


A FRAIL pensioner died after 
falling down the stairs at his 
home, an inquest heard. 

Johannes Josephus Van De Watering 
was found lying at the bottom of the 
staircase by his wife of 47 years, Hilary. 

The 87-year-old, known as Jan, died 
three days later at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital as a result of his injuries. 

The tragic incident happened at the 
couple’s home in St Mary’s Court, Ely, 
on November J J last year. 

In a statement, Mrs Van De Watering 
said: “I heard him get up at around 
6.30am as usual and heard him going 
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down the stairs. 

“I then heard a light thud followed by 
a terrible cry. He was only around six 
stone in weight. 

“I rushed down the stairs and found 
him lying on the stone hallway floor 
with his legs on the last step of the 
stairs. 

“He didn’t answer me when I asked 
what had happened. 

“I called a neighbour, who is a nurse, 
and we got him up and into a chair. He 


had a black eye and was drowsy.” 

The inquest heard how Mr Van De 
Watering was “obsessed” with walking 
and enjoyed a walk at least once a day. 

Mrs Van DeWatering said: “He said he 
wanted to go out but I wouldn’t let him. 

“With great difficulty, I persuaded 
him to go back to bed and I called his 
doctor. The doctor attended and felt he 
needed assessing at Addenbrooke’s so 
an ambulance was called. 

“They did a scan and made it clear to 
me that he had damaged himself very 
badly.” 

Mr Van De Watering died at the 


hospital three days later, on November 
14. 

Dr John Grant, a pathologist at 
Addenbrooke’s, confirmed the pen¬ 
sioner was suffering from heart disease 
and it may have contributed to the fall. 

At an inquest into his death last 
Friday, coroner for north and east 
Cambridgeshire, William Morris, 
recorded the cause of death as la 
cerebral laceration and haemorrhage 
and lb ischaemic and hypertensive 
heart disease. 

A verdict of accidental death was 
recorded.

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Winter break: counts put the current number of Whooper swans in the Fens at 7,296. 

Whooper numbers up in Fens 


A RECORD number of 
Whooper swans are spending 
their winter months in the 
Fens, a study has shown. 

A count co-ordinated by 
the Wildfowl and Wetlands 
Trust (WWT) and the Royal 
Society for the Protection of 
Birds (RSPB) revealed more 
than 13,000 wild swans are 
currently in the Fens. 

The total number of 
Whooper swans was 7,296 - 
much higher than the 5,000 
normally counted. 

The remainder was made 
up of Bewick’s swans. 

Experts are unsure of the 
precise reason for the 
increase but say there could 
be a number of contributing 
factors. 

Jon Smith, WWT 
conservation warden, said: 


“The Fens were one of the 
few areas to remain free from 
snow. 

“More severe weather 
elsewhere in the UK may 
have pushed the Whoopers 
further south and east than 
they would normally travel. 

“A swan, with an 
identification ring CHZ, which 
normally winters in Ireland, 
dropped in to WWT Welney 
for the swan feeds and there 
may well be many more 
swans in similar situations.” 

Careful management of the 
land in the Fens allows the 
swans, which travel from 
Iceland and Russia each 
winter, to safely feed and 
roost so that they are healthy 
ahead of returning to the 
Arctic for the breeding 
season. 


Mike Burdekin, warden for 
the RSPB, said: “The 
wetlands in this area are 
incredibly important to these 
birds for roosting and the 
surrounding arable land 
provides a much-needed food 
source in the form of waste 
potatoes, grain and sugar 
beets tops form the recent 
harvest.” 

Each winter the birds are 
carefully monitored in counts 
by a team of ornithologists. 

A small selection of birds 
are caught for tagging so 
scientists can identify 
individuals and track their 
progress.

Airman guilty 
of sex assault

A US airman wept as he was 
found guilty of sexually assault¬ 
ing an unconscious woman at a 
house party. 

First class aircraftsman Justin May, 22, 
of RAF Lakenheath, was accused of 
assault by penetration and attempted 
rape of a woman at a party in William’s 
Close, Ely, last March. 

After nine hours of deliberation, a jury 
returned a majority guilty verdict of 10-2 
on the sexual assault charge, which took 
place while the woman was unconscious 
in an upstairs bedroom. 

She said she had not given consent 
and was only woken when May was 
dragged from the room by friends after 
he was interrupted by a party guest. 

However, the jury was unable to reach 
a verdict on the attempted rape charge. 

Prosecutors declined to pursue a 
retrial on the issue because the severity 
of the charge was not significantly 
higher than the conviction.

Remanding May in custody, Judge 
Jonathan Haworth said he would be 
imposing a prison sentence, with a 
starting point of two years. 

May will be sentenced at Cambridge 
Crown Court on February 18.

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‘Route cuts will 
hurt vulnerable’ 


THE list of 57 bus routes 
which are set to lose 
their subsidies has been 
revealed amid warnings 
the elderly and vulner¬ 
able will be hardest hit 
by cuts. 

Transport bosses gave their 
blessing last week to the 
scrapping of all £3 million 
support for tendered services 
in Cambridgeshire over the 
next four years, ahead of a full 
county council meeting on 
February 15. 

Operators say they do not 
expect to be able to run the 
buses without public cash, 
meaning many will come to 
an end, and the county 
council hopes community 
transport groups could step 
into the breach. 

Cabinet members argue 
this would be more efficient 
than paying for services to run 
with just a few people on 
board, and will provide £1 
million over five years to get 
the scheme off the ground. 

But questions have been 
asked about how effective this 
will be. 

The affected routes include 
the X9 service between 
Chatteris, March and Ely, the 
110 from Impington to Ely 
and routes 33, 34 and 35 
which make up the March 
Town Service. 

Stagecoach’s number 9 
service between Cambridge, 
Ely and Littleport would also 
be affected. 

Cllr Kilian Bourke, the 
Liberal Democrats’ transport 
spokesman, told the Weekly 
News : “These plans will create 
whole communities where, 
unless you are able to and can 
afford to drive, you will be 
isolated. 

“The poorest, the elderly,

those with disabilities, and 
rural people will be worst hit. 

“The argument that the tiny 
investment in community 
transport will somehow fix 
things is laughable. The 
mitigating effect will be 
miniscule.” 

Andy Campbell, managing 
director of Stagecoach Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, which provides a 
quarter of subsidised services, 
said he could not afford to run 
them without public funding. 

He said he did not think it 
was practical for community 
groups to replace commercial 
operators and said he also 
feared the impact of an 
expected reduction in the 
amount of cash provided for 
each passenger who boards 
with a concessionary pass. 

He said: “It’s likely there will 
be significant cuts in services 
from April this year.” 

Cllr Mac McGuire, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
highways and access, said the 
council received no money 
from the Government to 
subsidise bus services. 

He told the Weekly News : 
“We cannot escape the fact 
funding is tight and careful 
consideration must be given 
to meeting priority needs. 

“Therefore, we have to look 
at more innovative ways to 
provide essential transport 
and accessibility needs. 
Rather than have buses with 
few passengers and high 
operating costs, community 
transport schemes can be 
much more cost-effective, 
often picking people up door 
to door, and meet essential 
local needs, especially in rural 
areas.”

AS with many festivals 
and celebrations, the 
roots of Valentine’s day 
are somewhat myster¬ 
ious. 

Even ‘Valentine’ himself is 
up for debate, with numerous 
early Christian martyrs going 
by the name. One possible 
candidate is an Italian priest 
named Valentine who 
became a hero of romance. 
When Emperor Claudius II 
decided that single men 
made better soldiers and 
outlawed marriage for his 
army, the noble Valentine 
defied him by continuing to 
wed soldiers, but proving the 
course of true love never did 
run smooth he was sadly 
discovered and put to death 
as a result. 

In AD 496, Pope Gelasius 
declared February 14 to be 
Saint Valentine’s Day, and it 
became a time for Christian 
feasts (so anyone who claims 
the day was invented by 
greeting card companies is 
incorrect.) 

The first record of St 
Valentine’s Day being 
associated with romance 
comes from Geoffrey Chaucer 
in Parlement of Foules, in 
which he wrote: “For this was 
on seynt Volantynys day/ 
Whan euery bryd comyth 
there to chese his make.” He 
wrote this to celebrate the 


engagement of Richard II to 
Anne of Bohemia, and it 
translates as: “For this was St 
Valentine’s Day, when every 
bird comes there to choose 
his mate.” 

In the year 1400, a court 
was opened in Paris, known 
as the High Court of Love, 
and was designed to deal with 
matters of the heart: marriage 
contracts, divorce and 
infidelity. The first Valentine’s 
letter was written in 1415, by 
France’s Duke of Orleans to 
his wife, when he was held 
captive in the Tower of 
London. 

The Young Man’s Valentine 
Writer, a book designed to 
help the tongue-tied find 
their inner lothario with a 
selection of romantic verse, 
was issued by a British 
publisher in 1797. By that 
point, printers had already 
begun producing a limited 
number of cards containing 
sketches and verses. The 
reduction in postal rates the 
following century made 
sending cards more 
accessible to a mass market, 
and the Valentine’s card was 
here to stay, with an estimate 
25 million cards now sent 
every year. 

Valentine’s Day is, of 
course, an important day for 
florists, who make more than 
32 per cent of their annual 
sales during that week.

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Rare plant 
flourishes in 
secret site 

A RARE plant has been found on a 
roadside verge near Ely, Natural 
England has revealed. 

Fen ragwort is one of the UK’s 
rarest species. The bright yellow- 
flowered plant was declared extinct 
in 1857, but made a comeback 
when the drain was dug over in 
1968, exposing dormant seeds in 
the peat. 

The spot where the plant was 
found is among 10 important 
wildlife sites across the country and 
is protected by the Wildlife and 
Countryside Act 1981. 

Natural England has not 
disclosed the exact location in order 
to protect the plant. The area is now 
designated a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI). 

Peter Nottage, Natural England’s 
director for the East of England, 
said: “These SSSIs are all that 
stand between some of our most 
threatened species and total 
extinction. 

“By providing essential habitats 
that may not be found elsewhere, 
they represent a life support system 
whose importance cannot be 
overstated. 

“It’s vital we celebrate these last 
refuges and the species they 
sustain, so we can ensure they 
receive the attention and support

The traditional recipe of rousing 
love ballads and a boo-hiss 
villain is stirred to perfection by 
directors Nathan Greno and 
Byron Howard, who draw 
heavily from The Little Mermaid 
as their heroine abandons her 
tower and explores a world that 
was previously out of reach. 
Crucially, screenwriter Dan 
Fogelman manages to appeal 
to both children and adults, 
peppering his fantasy world 
with cuddly critters and 
underscoring the tomfoolery 
with a romance that tugs the 
heartstrings without ever 
becoming cloying. 

The 3D format isn’t too 
obtrusive, employed most 
effectively in a wonderful 
sequence involving hundreds of 
fire lanterns. 

Once upon a time ... princess 
Rapunzel (Mandy Moore) is 
abducted from the castle by the 
scheming Mother Gothel 


(Donna Murphy), who covets 
the girl’s magical hair. The 
golden locks shimmer with the 
secret of eternal youth but must 
never be cut - or else the hair 
will lose its power. 

Gothel confines the girl to a 
tower and convinces the child 
that she must never leave the 
fortress for fear that she will fall 
victim to the evils of man. 

As years pass, Rapunzel longs 
to explore the world below but 
must be content with a cheeky 
chameleon called Pascal as her 
solitary friend. 

Then, as Rapunzel celebrates 
her 18th birthday, swaggering 
outlaw Flynn Rider (Zachary 


Levi) happens upon the tower in 
the secluded clearing and 
climbs into Rapunzel’s 
bedroom. 

At first, the young woman is 
wary of the intruder but he 
convinces the fair maiden to 
disobey Gothel and travel to the 
castle to witness the annual 
display of fire lanterns. 

Tangled is a delight, carrying us 
along on Rapunzel and Flynn’s 
haphazard adventure. Vocal 
performances are almost as 
lively as the animation and 
Pascal shamelessly scene- 
steals from the human 
characters, to whoops and 
giggles from younger viewers.

Out with the new, in with the old 



BACK TO BASICS: Diarmuid Gavin says gardeners will be turning their backs on 
decking and stainless steel in favour of traditional plant-orientated displays. 


O NCE renowned for 
his innovative 
modernist designs, 
maverick TV gardener 
Diarmuid Gavin says trends 
are increasingly heading 
towards a return to 
traditional gardens where 
the plants are the stars. 

He’s pleased that the age of 
shiny stainless steel, bright blue 
fences and decking once 
embraced by TV shows has 
ended. 

Having just launched the 
Ideal Home Show’s first garden 
design competition to celebrate 
the best examples of 
sustainable practice in garden 
design and support young and 
emerging UK students in the 
field, he’s expecting a rush of 
eco-awareness. 

“There will be a generation 
of students who grew up in a 
time when gardening was 
manic on television. I’m 
expecting big eco-awareness. 

That generation will know how 
important it is in terms of 
sourcing materials, saving 
water and making compost. I 
would hope for a refinement of 
all the madder ideas that have 
been around for years.” 

He goes on: “The wheel is 
turning back to the craft of 
gardening. People’s first love is 
plants, understanding the soil

and understanding the 
environment. That’s the very 
trendy thing, which is healthy.” 

Fruit and vegetable growing 
will continue this year and in 
the longer-term future, he 
predicts. 

“The big trend will remain 
‘grow-it-yourself’. Companies 
will come out with kit forms of 
raised beds made from wood, 
compost mixes and seed mixes, 
along with manuals on how to 
grow basic vegetables to 
educate your children and feed 
your family. 

“In terms of materials and 
planting schemes, it’s back to 
the style of garden we 
remember from our childhood. 
The grander, more old- 
fashioned style and colour in 
terms of herbaceous plants, and 
a kind of appreciation of 
tradition. 

“A lot of natural stone will 
be used and salvage material 
will be appreciated. There will 


be less concrete.” 

These days, Gavin agrees he 
is commissioned to design 
much more traditional gardens 
in general. 

“People want to be 
comforted and indulged. They 
want to see the qualities of 
tradition for which Britain is so 
well known. They want to 
embrace tradition in a realistic 
way.” 


But for people who have 
smaller town gardens and not 
much time for maintenance, 
minimalist will always be in 
vogue, he says, while the 
popularity of low-maintenance 
plants is surging. 

“The arrival of ornamental 
plants such as grasses, mass 
planting of lavender and Buxus 
sempervirens in a more 
contemporary way works very 


well, so keep it simple. For 
most gardens the palette of 
plants is relatively limited 
because you have to 
acknowledge how people live. 

“There will be more 
evergreens and people will 
appreciate grasses like carex. If 
you planted bronze carex a few 
years ago, people thought you 
were planting something that 
was dead. 


“Now there’s a more 
naturalistic feel through an 
appreciation of foliage and 
different hues, supplemented 
with bulbs. It’s uncomplicated 
but wonderful.” 

He is currently having his 
garden in Co. Wicklow 
completely reftirbished and 
says it will all centre on 
herbaceous borders, with a 
folly at the end. 

He notes that after two harsh 
winters gardeners will need to 
reconsider which species they 
grow. 

“Dicksonias (tree ferns) have 
taken a bashing. We used to use 
Cordyline australis everywhere 
but many have been killed off, 
as have lots of hebes. We have 
to decide whether our ambition 
should be to continue to go for 
the exotic if we don’t live in a 
protected area. 

“Perennials are the 
quintessential basis for the 
English cottage garden. Now, 
with Monty Don coming back 
to Gardeners’World, I think 
they have a very promising 
future.”

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Kia Picanto is top in 
depreciation report 



THE KIA PICANTO: Loses just £3.42 a day. 


THE Kia Picanto lost the 
least amount of money 
through depreciation in 
2010, according to a new 
report. 

The car-buying website 
Parker’s conducted its annual 
investigation based on the 
average private resale values 
for 12-month-old cars with 
10,000 miles on the clock. 

In 2010 the Kia Picanto lost 
just £1,247 (around £3.42 a 
day) compared to £1,760 in 
2009 and has climbed to the 
top with improved 
depreciation over the course 
of a year. 

Because of the low purchase 
price the depreciation for the 
Picanto was around 20 per 
cent - meaning that sellers will 
get around 80 per cent of the 


original purchase price after a 
year of ownership. 

Value brands dominated the 
top of the leaderboard, partly 
as a result of cheap purchase 
prices, but also due to vastly 
improved model ranges and 
extensive warranties, such as 
Kia’s seven-year warranty. 


The Honda fazz, which was 
in first place last year, has 
slipped to 76th position after 
losing £2,517 in 2010 as 
opposed to £1,379 in 2009. 
This is largely due to the 
model being a year older, with 
over-supply lowering values. 

Small cars held 36 of the top 


50 places due to their low 
initial purchase price and the 
increasing demand for 
efficient, cheap-to-run cars, 
but 12 of the positions in the 
top 50 were held by 4x4s, up 
from seven last year. 

Kieren Puffett, editor of 
Parker’s, said: “New entries 
into the top 10 this year 
include the Skoda Yeti, the 
Audi Q5 and the Daihatsu 
Terios, all 4x4s, reflecting the 
increased level of interest in 
that sector. This is probably 
due to a change in perception 
due to improvements in off- 
roaders’ efficiency and the 
threat of persistent cold 
winters.” 

Average depreciation for the 
year was slightly higher, at 34 
per cent, compared to 2009’s 
33 per cent average.
